When, 
this spot extends, and pevetrates into the substance of 
the tooth, the air and various acrid bodies get into it, 
and irritate the nérve; aud when this takes. 5 it 
is usual to intrédace a bit of lint dipped ia eithet oil of 
cloves, nutmeg, or cejeput, or diluted sulphuric acid;

The following is the Address. si a 
o the King eternal, immortal, and invisi- 
ble, the only wise God,” We, my Christian 
brethren and friends, propose to rear on this 
ground a temple of worship; to the great Ar- 
chitect of fature, who “ of old laid the foun- 
Wations of the earth ;”? and on the broad basis, 
which infinite power alone cou!d have formed, 
erected the mighty fabric of all material being. 
True, we believe, “ the heavens and the heav- 
en of heavens cannot contain Him.” Unbound- 
ed space alone is a temple, adequate to his 
greatness, of which temple the sun, and moon, 
and stara, are amoagst the faintest ornaments. 
His amazing perfections array both him and his 
dwelling, in glories, surpassing all description 
and all imagifation. But still the history of 
divine mercy assures us, that, in his unbound- 
ed condescension, he has deigned to pay a kind 
regard to houses, erected by mortal hands for 
the purpose of social prayer und praise. The 
temple in Jerusalem, be expressly accepted 
for his peculiar dwelling, and there he often 
displaved the clearest tokens of his presence. 
Such manifestations of his power and glory we 
do not pow expect; but still we may hope 
that he will record his invisible name within 
the walls, which, with his gracious aid, are 
soon to be raised on this foundation ; apd that 
he will bere vouchsafe to dwell with us and 
our children, as a father in the midst of his 
favoured family. 

It is divinely appointed, that “all men 
should honour the Son, as they honour the Fa- 
ther ;” and in the erection of this house of 
worship, we would expressly recognize our re- 
lation to Him, who is “ made to be head over 
ail things to the church ;” whom we regard 


as * High Priest over the house of God ;” as | 


“the only name, given under heaven among 
men, whereby we must be saved ;” the “ one 
mediator between God and men,” the medium 
of all our blessings and all our hopes ; to whom 
is given a name, that is above every name, at 
hich every knee should bow, of things in 
heaven, and things in earth, and whom every 
tongue should confess to be Lord, to the glory 
of God the Father.” 


In the pure, benevolent, and enlarged spirit 


of our religion, as we trust, we unite in the 
~ Jabours nuw before us. In all the works of 


piety and devotion, we would cherish in our 
minds a regard to those relations, we bear to 
others, as chilcren of the same common Fath- 
er, and disciples of Him, * who gave himself a 
ransom fog all ;” and it is a great happiness to 
reflect, that the erection of this house does 
not originate in any sectarian views or feelings, 
nor in any division, whether voluntary or con- 
strained. You belong to the parent stock, 
from which all the congregational churches.

ene hundred and forty years you and your fath- 
ers bave successively worshipped on the ad- 
joining green; ninety five years in that house, | 
the present decays and defects of which have 
led you to these preparations for another. But 
though you Continue in the line of your fathers 
in respect to the place of your public solemni- 
ties, it is alleged, that you have departed 
from their fawh. If this be in any degree true, 
as I have no doubt it is, I trust it has been nei- 
ther a blind nor a wilful apostacy, but a consci- 
entious obedience to enlightened conviction. 
Toe difierence between you and your ances- 
tors, so far as I would attempt to justify it, con- 
sists, I am persuaded, in a closer adherence to 
evangelical truth, the pure doctrine of Christ, 
‘and his apostles: and while by the grace of 


‘Gop, we heve, as we think, the advantage o 
some cthers in point of doctrine, we wish 


above all things, to cultivate that spirit of bu- 
mility and candour, which alone can mingle 


harmoniously with “ the truth.as it is in Jesus.’ 
Within a tew years there has been a separa 


tion from this church aud Society within the 
present bounds of Deerfield, and another house 
has been erected for congregational worship. 
With some of our brethren in that part of the 
town, difference of faith was the professed and 
doubtless the real motive ; and there has bith- 
erto been less of Christian intercourse between 
the two churches, than is certainly desirable.

guilty cau: of those alienations ; that if all 
hearts are not united in the same prayers--il 
all hands do not co-operate in building and 
beautifying the walls of God’s spiritual temple, 
you will not be answerable for the defect. if 
I am not authorized to declare your feelings, 
or to interpret the last clause of the inscrip- 
tion, just deposited beneath the stone, from 
which I address you, | shall, 1 presume, be 
permitted on an occasion like this, to express 
my own sentiments on a subject so deeply in- 
teresting as the one before us. In the pres- 
ence of God, then, and of the great Heap oF 
THe Cnurcu, acd of all the blessed spirits, who 
may witness these solemnities, I declare, that 
1 regard the church as one and indivisible ; as 
the allegorical body of Curist. Of course, | 
must regard him as the most devoted servant 
and friend of Christ, who labours most for the 
promotion of peace and good understanding 
among his disciples ; and him, on the contrary, 
as least entitled to the name of friend, who 
[sows discord or suspicion among brethren, or 
carelessly indulges in such modes of adminis- 
tration, es might justly be expected to wound, 
or grieve any one, “ for whom Christ died.” 
In saying this, however, I do not say that doc- 
trines are not sometimes to be preached or de- 
| fended, which may be at variance with the 
faith of some sincere disciples of Jesus. In ; 
| some cases this may be an indispensable duty ; 
and where it is so, no one, it is evident, can 
justly esteem it a grievance. We are all to 
go to Christ for instruction; to hear for our- 
selves; to interpret for ourselves; not to re- 
ceive implicitly the interpretation of any fel- 
low disciple, whatever his rank or pretension. 
If our apprehensions of the doctrine of Christ 
in any particular, differ from those of our 
neighbour, we do not forfeit the Christian cha- 
racter by endeavouring in the spirit of humili- 
ty, meekness, and candour, to convince him of 
his supposed error. On the contrary, it is the 
sacred duty of all, and especially of those, who 
are “set for the defence of the gospel,” to 
use their best endeavours, for the propagation 
of what they regard as important truth. In 
their exchanges one with another, Christian 
courtesy and prndence may generally, and 
perhaps always furnish sufficient reasons for 
abstaining from every thing, contradictory to 
the known, or supposed sentiments of those, in 
whose places they officiate : and the grand ob- 
ject of every minister in his own pulpit, should 
doubtless be, to inculcate vital piety, benevo- 
lence, and purity. But, while he does this, he 
gives no just offence, if he occasionally pre- 
sents his own peculiar views of Christian doc- 
trine, with the reasons on which they are 
grounded. On the contrary, candour and 
frankness united, would tend much to prevent 
misunderstandiugs, and to conciliate all ingenu- 
(ous minds. In the exercises of devotion in sc- 
cial prayer and praise, the case, | conceive, is 
essentially diff=rent. Here, it may be said, 
“ Hast thou faith ?” (a faith different from thy 
neighbour,) ‘have it to thyself before God.” 
In public worship we have no right to any pe- 
culiarities ; since it is not the object of that 
worship, to suggest matter of speculation for 
the consideration of our brethren, but to give 
them the most immediate and the most effec- 
tual aid in their joint addresses to our common 
Father. With these sentiments, | feel no hesi- 
tation in pledging myself to all our brethren 
within the town—within due bounds of the 
Christian world--who may be disposed to unite 
permanently, or occasionally in our worship, 
| that so long as it shall please God to continue 
my imperfect labours in the house we are now 
| building, I will endeavour to order all parts of 
worship in such a manner, as may tend most 
to unite and edify and comfort all hearts. If 
any of our brethren, whose lives adorn the 
Christian profession, but who from any cause 
have estranged themselves from us, are dis- 
posed to meet these advances, my heart is open, 
my arms are extended fo their utmost length, 
to welcome their visits within the walls of the 
sanctuary, and at the table of the blessed Re- 
deemer. 

My sentiments in regard to the proper modes 
of conducting the worship of God’s house, are,

young. What you have done in demolishing 
the old house, renders it peculiarly important, 
that you proceed with all convenient despatch 
in erecting the new one. We have reason to 
bless God for the degree of harmony, which 
has hitherto prevailed among you, and for the 





regular progress that has attended the design 
from its first projection to the present moment. | 
As the work advances, your harmony and zeal, |
